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CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


It Holds a Thinly Attended 
Meeting. 


80DTHBKN CALIFORNIA EXHIBIT 


Report of the Delegates to the Com­ 
mercial Convention — Bacifle 
Coast Chamber of Commerce 


The Chamber of Commerce met yes­ 
terday afternoon at its rooms on First 
otreet. The meeting was an adjourn* 
ment from the day before, at which time 
no quorum was present. At a little after 
three, yesterday, those present were 
called to order by Major Jones, and it 
was found that no quorum was present. 
It was decided, nevertheless, to go on 
with the meeting in the hope that others 
would arrive. 
It was suggested that inasmuch as the 
President of the Chamber had been 
away for some time attending to the 
interests of the section in San Francisco 
and elsewhere, he should give an account 
of his movements. Major Jones com­ 
plied 
by 
giving 
something of 
an 
account 
of 
the 
Commercial 
Convention at San Francisco. He said 
that in his opinion, the delegation from 
Los Angeles had made a very favorable 
impression, and had succeeded in giving 
people from other parts of the State a 
better understanding of the claims which 
San Pedro harbor had for a large appro­ 
priation from the Government. Many of 
the delegates from other parts of the 
State had never heard of the possibilities 
of San Pedro harbor, and were glad to 
learn. 
The Major then read the report of the 
delegation to the convention. It stated 
that several thousand copies of the min­ 
utes of the convention would be printed 
to be distributed among the various asso­ 
ciations that were represented. 
Hervey Lindley was called upon to 
give some account of the organization of 
the Pacific Coast Chamber of Commerce. 
He said that it was an outgrowth from 
the Commercial Convention, and its ob­ 
ject was to put the claims of the Pacific 
Coast as strongly as possible before Con­ 
gress. By working together in unison it 
was believed that better success could 
be attained. A convention would meet 
on the 19th, when the organization would 
take definite shape. 
The President reported on the matter 
of the proposition to *tart a “ Southern 
California on W heels/’and said that a 
convention of delegates from various 
parts of the southern section of the Stato 
would meet next Saturday morning at 
10 o’clock in the rooms of the Chamber 
of Commerce. 
A letter was read from J. M. Davies 
the Secretary of the State Board of 
Trade, about the “ California on Wheels” 
which that organization maintained in 
the East last winter and spring. He 
stated that it had met with great suc­ 
cess everywhere, and that the plan would 
be continued through the next year. 
Mr. Lichtenberger, who was one of the 
delegates to the convention at San Diego 
to talk over the project of a Southern 
California on Wheels, said that all the 
delegates who were present were strongly 
in favor of the undertaking. He ex­ 
pressed the hope that the meeting to­ 
morrow would be a success. 
Major Jones reported that he had had 
a conversation with S. B. Hynes, the 
General Passenger and Ticket Agent of 
the Santa Fe, and had asked him what 
arrangement that road would make 
about carrying the exhibit cars. Mr. 
Hvnes had said that he did not know 
wnat would be the policy of the new 
President of the road, but he would con­ 
sider the matter himself and give some 
sort of an answer by tomorrow. Major 
Jones thought that the cars would proba­ 
bly get free transportation to Chicago. 
The Southern Pacific, he said, offered to 
send a car-load of citrus fruits to Chi­ 
cago to the Exposition 
free 
of 
charge. The co9t of maintaining such 
an exhibit train as was proposed would 
probably be about $350 a month. Major 
Jones called attention to the fact that 
there had been a decided change of 
policy of the people of the northern part 
of the State toward Southern California, 
and Los Angeles in particular. The 
Southern Pacific also, now having large 
interests in this part of the State, was 
looking out for its advertisement in the 
East. The Los Angeles exhibit in the 
“ California on Wheels” had been put 
forward very prominently, and as it was 
the only exhibit from the soutbern part 
of the State it had done Los Angeles 
connty a great deal of good. 
It was decided by a vote to send ten 
delegates to tbs convention tomorrow, 
and the following were selected: Major 
H. M. Russell, Colonel C. C. Allen, 
8. B. Hynes, Captain W. H. Seamen", 
Major W. H. Toler. C. M. Wells. T. C 
Narramore, J. J. Jones and Major E. 
W. Jones. 
Major Jones reported on the matter of 
irrigation statistics that he had hoped by 
this time to have a good deal of valuable 
matter collected, and that he had worked 
early and late to obtain it, but he had 
met with a considerable disappointment. 
He had sent out a quantity of circulars 
to irrigators all over the county asking 
for an accurate statement of the 
number of acres under cultivation with 
irrigation, and the replies had been most 
unsatisfactory. In most cases there had 
been no attempt to make accurate state­ 
ments, but the writers had been content 
with the most reckless generalizations. 
It would be some time now before the 
facts desired by the Senatorial Commit­ 
tee on Arid Lands could be obtained. 
After some general discussion of this 
and other matters the Chamber ad­ 
journed. 
. 
A D a n ie l C o n e to J u d g m e n t.

THE BONDS FOR SALE. 
T h e S ta te m e n t P re p a re d by th e C ity 
C le rk . 
City Clerk Teed has prepared au ab 
stract of the proceedings under which 
the school bonds now offered for sale 
were authorized. This will be forwarded 
to the principal banking institutions of 
the United States in order that they may 
bid intelligently on September 30th. 
After quoting the call for bids, to be 
found in the advertising columns of the 
H kkald, the abstract sets forth that 
“ the ordinances providing for the issue 
of bonds by the city of Los Angeles, and 
calling an election to decide whether 
they should be issued, were adopted un­ 
der authority conferred by the charter of 
the city of Los Angeles, and in accord­ 
ance with the requirements of the act of 
the legislature of the State of California, 
approved March 19th, 1889, authorizing 
incurring of indebtedness by cities, 
towns and municipal corporations.” 
The requirements of the act are then 
set forth in detail, and the abstract cites 
the ordinances passed under its provisions, 
and declares the result of the election held 
on August 31st. The abstract closes as 
follows: 
All of the above ordinances were care­ 
fully prepared by the City Attorney, and 
are believed to be legal and valid in 
every respect.

of bonds for these purposes in the man­ 
ner provided by the general law.

THE COW LIMIT. 
iayor H azard Returns the Ordi­ 
nance Unsigned. 
Several months ago an ordinance was 
passed which prohibited the keeping of 
more than two cows by one person within 
certain limits. 
One or two persons who 
Lad yards where cows bad been kept for 
sale objected to this ordinance, as they 
were included within the limits, and 
they have been laboring with the Coun­ 
cil ever since to have an amendment to 
the ordinance adopted excepting them 
from its provisions. The Council could 
not see for a long time why an exception 
should be made for one man or even two 
men, but finally an amendment was 
adopted and sent to the Mayor for his 
approval. Yesterday Mayor Hazard re­ 
turned the ordinance with the following 
message to the Council: 
I return herewith without my approval 
an oidinance entitled, “ An ordinance 
amending an ordinance entitled, ‘ An 
ordinance regulating the keeping of cows 
within certain limits of the City of Los 
Angeles,’ 
approved January 24th, 
1885,” for the reason that said ordinance 
provides that “any person, firm or cor­ 
poration who shall carry on the business 
of salesyard for milch cows shall be 
allowed to conduct said business within 
the following limits by first obtaining 
tbe consent of three-fourths of the 
property owners on the block within 
which said yard is situated” and makes 
no provisions for ascertaining whether 
the required assent has been obtained or 
not, but would seem to make such con­ 
sent of itself the permit or license for 
carrying on the business in such district. 
It would seem to me to be preferable 
for the permission to be given by some 
city 
authority on such 
consent 
of the property owners, otherwise the 
fact of the permission being given might 
necessarily in such case be a question for 
judicial decision. Another objection is 
that the description of the district, as 
follows: Bounded by Alameda street 
from College street to Los Angeles street, 
along Los Angeles Btreet to Second 
street, along Second street to Mission 
street, along Mission street to College 
street and along College street to Upper 
Main street,” does not describe any dis­ 
trict, because said boundaries do not 
close in one or more instances. 
I would also suggest, for tbe conven­ 
ience of the public and city officers, that 
as this ordinance has been already mate­ 
rially amended, it might be adviB&ble to 
re-enact the ordinuice as it is intended 
to be after amendment. With the ordi­ 
nance in that shape, the law can be 
found in one place. It is now to be 
found in two places, and if again amend­ 
ed would require still further search to 
find the law in the matter.

Numerous Wrecks off Dela­ 
ware Breakwater. 


SCOEES 
OF 
SEAMEN 
PEKISH. 


D isasters All Along the Coast—Wind 
and Tide Continue the Work 
of Destruction. 


¡A sso ciated Press Dispatches to tho H e e a ld .) 


L e w e s , Del., September 12.—No lan­ 
guage can picture the terrible scene 
along the coast. The wind is blowing 
alm ost a hurricane, driving the rain with 
a force th at cuts like hail. 
Half a mile 
of the beach of sand between the town 
and coast is a tossing ocean, bearing 
wreckage on every wave. Through the 
m ist of the spray storm-tattered sails and 
naked masts of a score of deserted, dis­ 
m antled vessels are dimly seen. 
Since 
Monday night the storm has raged with­ 
out abatam ent. Y esterday’s dawn showed 
a hundred vessels which had sought 
th e refuge of the breakwater. The refuse 
was insufficient. 
By 11 o’clock the sea 
broke over the breakwater, 
wrecked 
th e telegraph station and carrying away 
th e big fog bell, rushed forward, sweep­ 
ing away the steamboat piers. 
The 
piers of Brown & Go. and Luce Brothers 
f 


ave way and were swept to the sea. 
he United States Marine Hospital was 
dashed from its moorings and sent spin­ 
ning down the beach. 
The Lewes Life- 
Saving Station, forty feet above the high 
water m ark, was flooded and the founda­ 
tion damaged. Hughey ville, a suburb be 
tween the town and beach, is submerged 
and its 200 inhabitants fled for life, 
leaving all their possessions behind. The 
first boat came ashore at 9 a. m ., then 
came another and another. The life- 
saving crew, reinforced by the Henlopen 
and Rohoboth crews, went to work and 
have labored almost unceasingly ever 
since. The crew of every vessel that 
struck was taken off by these daring 
m en and not one life was lost among the 
scores of m en they handled. 


TWENTY-SEVEN VESSELS ASHORE. 
In all, 
twenty-seven vessels came 
ashore here. A vessel sank off Crown 
shoals. 
All the crew were drowned but 
two, who came ashore on a raft. Another 
vessel sank on Shears’ shoals. I t is not 
known whether the crew escaped. The 
total num ber of lives lost will probably 
exceed forty. Five of the crew of eight 
men who composed the crew of the E. 
and L. Bryan perished where the vessel 
struck on the Brandywine shoals. The 
m ate and two seamen caught a spar and 
drifted all night. At daybreak the others 
discovered one of the sailors’ dead body 
still lashed to the spar. The two surviv­ 
ors were picked up by a tug and brought 
to Lewes. 
There is great concern over the crew 
of the pilot boat Ebe Tunnell. 
She put 
to sea Monday and has not been heard 
from. 
Pilots John Barnes, Lewis Ber­ 
trand, Jam es Bowland and Barry Hick­ 
m an and a crew of eight men are on 
board. 
The New Jersey pilot boat E d­ 
mund wae blown across the bay and lies 
on the Jersey coast with her sails in 
tatters. 
An unknown schooner in ashore 
at Rohoboth, and the coast for miles 
down is reported Btrewn with wrecks. 
Three schooners were lost outside the 
capes. 
A colored man and a German 
have come ashore as the survivors from 
these wrecks. They were on a raft from 5 
p. m. Monday to 9 a. m. yesterday. The 
other fifteen a ho composed the crews of 
these schooners are given up for lost. 


ANXIETY FOR LONGl’ORT. 
There has been no communication, 
with Longport. G reat anxiety is felt for 
the safety of its residents. 


OTHER UNFORTUNATE SCHOONERS. 
The crew of the tug A. L. Lucken- 
bach, which had laid alongside 
the 
schooner Morse all night, succeeded this 
morning in taking the crew of the latter 
vessel, nine in number, on board, and 
afterwards brought them to this place. 
The schooner was blown on to Hawks 
Nest shoal about 5 p. m. Monday. The 
crew took to the rigging, where they 
rem ained clinging to the ropes for nearly 
forty hours. The men were nearly ex ­ 
hausted when rescued, and could not 
have lasted much longer. 
It was im­ 
possible for the tug to approach the 
stranded schooner nearer than twenty 
yards, and the men in the rigging were 
directed to jum p overboard. 
As a man 
struck the water a rope would be thrown 
him and he would be lifted on board the 
tug. 
After getting them all on board, 
the Luckenbach brought them to this 
place. 
Shortly after the Morse went on 
the shoal, a schooner, supposed to be the 
W alter F. Parker, was also grounded 
w ithin thirty yards of the Morse. She 
soon broke up, and thoee on the Morse 
saw her crew drown, one by one. The 
Morse is a total wreck. 


A T A T L A N T IC C IT Y . 


E x c itin g S cene* D u rin g : th e S to rm 
H e a v y L o sse s. 
A t l a n t ic C it y , N. J., September 12.— 
It will take a m onth for this city to re­ 
cover from the loss the storm caused. 
The wind still blows thirty-five to forty 
miles an hour, and it is still raining. 
The beach tides have not been large 
today, consequently they are unaccom­ 
panied 
by 
further 
damage. 
The 
meadows are still three or four feet 
under water. 


FRANTIC SUMMER VISITORS. 
There were m any exciting scenes dur­ 
ing the storm Tuesday morning. The 
sum m er visitors became panic stricken, 
and rushed half-clad from the hotels to 
th e railror.d depots, tum bled pell-mell 
into the cars and forced the traiD men to 
m ake np trains. 
Finally four train loads 
were made up with locomotives in front 
and rear and started for the mainland. 
They went slowly, for the water was sev­ 
eral feet deep over the tracks, and the 
waves dashed against the car windows, 
smashing them in and drenching the occu­ 
pants. Finally it became evident that the 
main land couldn’t be reached, and the 
trains started back. 
They had only 
gone a short distance when the fires in 
the locomotives were extinguished and 
the trains were brought to a standstill in 
the m idst of the raging waters. The 
scene was indescribable till the relief en­ 
gines finally arrived and 
succeeded, 
w ith much difficulty, in dragging the 
trainB to a place of safety. 


A STEAMER LOST. 
Late Tuesday night the whistle of a 
\ 
steamer was heard and 
she 
went 
1 
aground, but the waves were so groat 
th at the life-saving crew could do notli 
ing to save her. 
It is supposed that she 
has gone to pieces and that all hands 
, were drowned. 
Wreckage came ashore 
yesterday bearing the name “ Phila- 
doux.” 
PEOPLE LEAVING BY THOUSANDS. 
Five sections of a train loaded with 
people left here for the mainland this 


morning. The water is still so high that 
it almost reaches the fires in the engines. 
Fifteen thousand people will leave here 
today and tomorrow. 
Great joy was manifested this morning 
when 
messengers 
were 
dispatched 
throughout the city to announce that the 
first train since Monday afternoon would 
start at 10 o’clock. A great rush was 
made for the Camden and Atlantic rail­ 
road station, and in less than half an 
hour there was a crowd large enough to 
fill five sections. All were sent. The 
first section had eight passenger coaches 
and a baggage car. 
Every car was 
crowded, even to standing space. 
The 
trip across the meadows was one not 
soon to be forgotten. 
H undreds of pleas­ 
ure boats, of all sizes and description, 
were packed close to the roadbed. 
The 
maste of many of these had to be cat 
away to perm it trains to crosR. 
It is estimated that $150,000 will not 
cover the loss to Atlantic City and her 
interests.

Our T h reaten ed W ine Interests. 
The vineyardists of California for some 
tím e past have not only been obliged to 
resist the encroachments of the phyllox­ 
era, mildew and mal nero, which they 
are in a fair way of conquering, but they 
have been exposed to a policy apon the 
p art of the government of the United 
btatee which threatens to be more inim ­ 
ical to oar wine interests than all of these 
peats put together. 
The phylloxera, 
although a still existing evil, is under­ 
stood, and is being extirpated. 
Mildew 
is a drawback incident to certain con­ 
ditions of the atmosphere and methods 
of cultivation, and it can be contem­ 
plated without dismay. The mal nero, 
a pest comparatively new, 
is being 
studied by intelligent and energetic 
m en, and will undoubtedly be shortly 
extirpated. 
But an intentionally hostile 
policy towards our infant 
wine and 
brandy interests on the part of the 
revenue officials of the United States, 
w hether dictated by the W hiskey Ring or 
no, is a danger and drawback which no 
▼igneron can contemplate without dis­ 
m ay in the present state of his im ­ 
periled interests. 
That this new and strange peril exists 
we are prepared to show. 
For many years France 
had the 
monopoly in fam ishing to the American 
trade or markets the so-called sweet or 
brandied wines. These eo-called wines 
were manufactured at Cette or Marseilles, 
th e great world center of bogus wines 
and as a base of these fabrications they 
used for many years American grain 
spirits—the 
“ pure spirits” 
of 
com­ 
merce. 
So 
large, had 
this 
trade 
grown 
at 
one 
tim e 
that 
there 
were 
bought 
on 
the 
Chicago 
m arket seven hundred thousand gallons 
of this “ pure spirit” on French account 
in one day. 
As California production of 
these wines came into use and favor the 
French Cette wines were driven out of 
the m arket, and thereby the whiskey 
distillers 
lost 
this valuable trade in 
■pirits sold by France. 
Nearly all the 
large drug house manufacturers through- 
o at the United States, realizing the 
superiority of the California products, are 
now osing our wines in the manufacture 
of their drugs, tq the exclusion of the 
French. 
■Thft "W hiskey R ing,” a thoroughly 
organized, rich and unscrupnlous organi­ 
zation dominating the Internal Revenue 
Departm ent and controlling most of the 
appointees in that Departm ent, have for 
years been doing all in their power to 
break up the wine men of California by 
placing hostile agents of the government 
over the Internal Revenue m atters of 
this Coast. 
The representatives of tho 
people, and our Senators and Congress­ 
m en, the latter with a realizing senpe of 
their 
duty 
to 
their 
State 
and 
people, 
have 
always exerted them ­ 
selves in behalf 
of 
California wiae 
interests, 
and have caused the recall 
of these W hiskey Ring agents assuming 
to act as the agents of a great govern­ 
m ent which ought to be supposed to be 
willing and even anxious to foster a 
growing and beneficent interest, like 
th at of the California vineyards. One of 
these agents was B. M. Thomas, who ii 
said to have betrayed the interests of his 
em ployers, a distilling company in Cin 
cinnati. 
It is asserted that as a reward 
for his perfidy in this case he was ap 
pointed to a high position in the service 
of the W hiskey Ring under the adm inis­ 
tration of President A rthur.

in some technical violation of the laws, 
so that he can have him arrested and 
broken up. He was the party who lately 
got G rant, of Fresno, convicted and sent 
to prison, and who also got young Allen, 
of Pasadena, into trouble. The agent 
Eldridge, we are informed, on what we 
regard as good authority, was formerly a 
fourth rata lawyer in this city, and his 
willingness to aid Thomas in his work of 
persecuting our vignerons suggests from 
w hat source his appointment came, not 
one of our Representatives, as far as we 
can learn, having been committed to his 
selection. 
Thomas has for m onths been openly 
threatening to break np the wine men 
in the interests of his employers, and his 
acts prove that he is in earnest. 
He has 
employed a m an by th e nam e of Shaffer 
as a spy, and he is to get 10 per cent, of 
w hat may be got out of the poor wine 
men on compromise, when detected, 
as his reward. He goes around pretend­ 
ing to look for positions during the day, 
or lurks in dark places to pounce down 
on some distiller during the night. 
He 
has succeeded in having appointed a 
corps of so-called gaugers, who are really 
opies, to visit wine cellars, distilleries 
and so on, during day and night, and 
they are now «Wing their calling at Fres­ 
no, where they ^ r e created so great a 
terrorism th at the 
h are aban 


doned the sweet wine business altofether 
and 
they 
are now 
drying 
their 
grapee to ship 
to a foreign 
country, Germany, governed on more 
enlightened principles, and which does 
not believe in crushing out im portant 
and beneficent interests, either in their 
infancy or at any stage of their growth. 
The press of California should take up 
thia m atter, and arouse our Senators and 
Representatives in Congress to a sense of 
their duty. Indifference upon the part 
of the people of this State will soon result 
in the perm anent crippling of our vine- 
yardists. 
Once in the history of France, 
through ignorant and bad laws, her 
grape interests were rained, hut an en­ 
lightened policy soon prevailed. The 
French lawm akers siw their folly ; and 
by substituting fostering for pernicious 
laws, the wine industry of France was 
soon restored to the proportions it had 
attained in 1S74, viz., 2 800,000,000 gal 
Ions. 
Our wine makers, who are now en­ 
gaged in fighting nature—a hard battle 
in which they are winning success 
should not be obliged to feel the heavy 
hand of the government in a struggle 
which of itself involves enough of loss 
and anxiety. The phylloxera, the mil­ 
dew and the vial nero are enemies enough 
to meet in one bout. The success of 
viniculture in California hangs upon the 
action of the governm ent of the United 
States and of our representatives in Con­ 
gress, 
upon our local representative 
bodies and upon the press. All ought to 
respond to the urgent need of memorial­ 
izing, in all quarters in which a memo­ 
rial may be effectual, in favor of a policy 
upon the part of the Internal Revenue 
Bureau which shall foster instead of re­ 
press 
this 
splendid 
industry 
no w 
threatened hv so many enemies. 


D epository of tk e City ¡Honeys 
There seems to be a great deal of back­ 
ing and filling on the part of the City 
Council about carrying out the plain 
m andate of the Charter ordering the 
deposit of the city funds in the bank 
making the highest bid. 
After advertis­ 
ing for bidders, it was found that the 
Farm ers and M erchants Bank had made 
the highest bid, three per csnt. The 
m atter was then referred to the Finance 
Committee to rep art, and it is now under­ 
stood that all sorts of quibbles have 
been 
raised to prevent 
the carry 
ing 
out of 
the 
conditions of the 
bid. 
One objection raised is that the 
bondsmen of the Treasurer will with 
draw from his bond if the moneys are 
taken out of his custody. Suppose they 
do, w hat has that to do with the case? 
The Charter plainly says that the Treas­ 
urer's bondsmen shall be relieved from 
responsibility for all moneys after they 
have been duly deposited by him in the 
bank selected according to law as the de­ 
pository. 
The provisions of the Charter 
covering this subject are very plain 
and can only be distorted or obscured by 
a determined intention not to comply 
with them . 
Here is what that instru­ 
m ent provides: 
It shall be the duty of the City Clerk, 
upon the first Tuesday of January in 
each year, or as soon thereafter as practi­ 
cable, to cause notice to he given, by pub­ 
lic advertisement for one week in some 
daily newspaper published in the city of 
Los Angeles, that sealed proposals will 
be received from any bank of deposit in 
the city of Los Angeles, as to the terms 
aad conditions upon which they will re­ 
ceive and disburse the public ffi9neyB of 
said city; such proposals shall be re­ 
ceived up to the time to be specified in 
the notice. Tke proposals to be made 
shall specify the rate of interest per 
m onth estimated upon the daily bal­ 
ances, that will be allowed upon such 
deposits 
of 
public 
moneys. 
Such 
sealed 
proposals 
shall 
be publicly 
opened by the Clerk, in the presence 
of the Council, at its first meeting after 
th e expiration of the tim e for receiving 
proposals. The bank offering the high­ 
est rate of interest shall be appointed the 
depository of public moneys. The Coun­ 
cil shall thereupon cause a contract in 
writing to be drawn, and providing for 
the proper payments of ail warrants 
drawn upon the City Treasurer, so long 
as tjiere is sufficient money in the fund 
upon which such warrant is drawn, and 
sufficient money to the credit of said 
city on deposit in said bank to pay the 
sam e; and providing also for the full ac­ 
counting of all moneys so deposited, and 
the repaym ent of the balance on deposit 
at the end of the 
term for which 
said contract shall be made, to the 
City Treasurer, or other person author­ 
ized by the Council to demand and re­ 
ceive the same. The Council shall have 
the power to require such other pro 
visions to be inserted in such contract as 
it shall deem best for the interest of said 
city. 
The contract, when approved by 
the Council, shall be signed, in behalf ef 
the city, as hereinafter provided by Sec­ 
tion 207 of this Charter. Such deposi­ 
tory, thus selected, shall give a bond, 
w ith two or more sureties, in the sum of 
one hundred thousand dollars, or Buch 
further sum as the Council may require, 
conditioned for the faithful keeping and 
proper disbursem ent of all such moneys ; 
Baid bond to be approved by the Mayor 
and Council. 
Upon approval of snch 
bond, 
and 
the 
signing 
of 
such 
contract, 
the Council 
shall 
direct 
fcba City Treasurer to deposit each 
day, when such bank is open for trans­ 
action of business, with the bank thus 
selected all public moneys of said city 
by him collected or received. 
For each 
such deposit the Treasurer shall take the 
receipt of the bank, and from and after 
the deposit of such money in said bank 
the 
Treasurer 
and 
his 
bondsmen 
shall no longer be liable therefor. Should 
the City Treasurer refuse or neglect at 
any time to comply with the orders of 
the Council, aa to the deposit of such 
moneys, he shall be liable upon his 
official bond, in an action brought there­ 
on, by and in the name of Baia corpora­ 
tion, for the full amount of the interest 
which the corporation should have re­ 
ceived upon such moneys during such 
time as he shall retain the possession or 
control of such m oneys; or be may be 
proceeded against by said corporation, in 
its own name, by mandate 
brought 
against him under the laws of this State, 
applicable thereto,to compel such depes 
its to be made. 
There is nothing dubious or equivocal 
about that. The Council hare recognized 
their power to let out the deposits by 
having advertised for bids, and those 
who claim that they failed to do so on 
th e first Tuesday in Jannary, answer the 
objection when they show 
that the 
present charter nor the Council elected 
under it did not exiat at that time. Bnt 
the 
difficulty 
is 
obviated 
by 
the 


succeeding clause, “ or as soon there­ 
after as practicable.” 
We presume 
that they did so advertise as soon as it 
was practicable to do so. They certainly 
could not plead their own neglect in 
bar of carrying out a m andatory provision 
of the Charter. The whole m atter is in 
a nutshell. The law requires the Coun­ 
cil to let the deposits out to the highest 
responsible bank bidder. The bank that 
has made the highest bid is not the one 
into which they wish the moneys to go; 
and now they are floundering around to 
find quibbles and flaws to back them up 
iu a plain violation of the law. It is a 
sorry sight. 


T h e Atlantic coast has been visited b y 
a terrific and disastrous storm , in which 
many lives have been lost. During the 
storm the 
sea 
rose to tremendous 
heights and dashed upon the Delaware, 
New Jeraey and Long Island shores, de­ 
stroying or greatly damaging nearly all 
the principal watering places. Atlantic 
City is badly wrecked. Long Branch and 
the resorts at Coney Island are in a sad 
plight from the encroachments of the 
breakers. 
But the most serious feature 
of the bad news are the reports from all 
points of vessels dashed to pieces and the 
loss of all on board, in some instances. 
There seems to have been a terrible hur­ 
ricane which started lo m the Bermudas 
and swept with unprecedented fury 
acrosB the ocean to the American coast. 
So severe a storm has not visited the 
Atlantic shores for twenty years, and 
there is great anxiety felt for the safety 
of all vessels that were in its track.

September 12.—It is 
known definitely this evening that up to 
the present time there are twelve deaths 
as the result of the devastating storm. 
The mate of the unfortunate J. and L. 
Bryan told of the going down of the 
Katie Morse, of Bath, Maine, and the 
Walter F. Parker, of Philadelphia. 
This 
afternoon the sad intelligence comes that 
Captain Tracy and a crew of six men had 
found their resting place in the ocean. 
The history of the two nights aboard the 
Morse and Parker is one of suffering 
and despair. 
The storm increased in 
violence, and it seemed as if the boatH 
would go to pieces. 
All attem pts to 
stay on deck were abandoned, and the 
men on board both boa's strapped them 
selves to the rigging and resigned them ­ 
selves to their fate. All Wednesday 
afternoon and night, and until noon to­ 
day they remained in the rigging. All 
Wednesday night the storm howled and 
beat against them. 
Those on the Parki r 
took to the rigging several hours before 
those on the Morse, and stayed there all 
night. 
By their cries it was evi­ 
dent that they suffered terribly. Early 
this morning nearly every man on 
both ships was almost dumb from expo-* 
sure, and 
almost stiff 
from suffer­ 
ing. 
Finally those on the Parker could 
stand it no longer and the crew of the 
Morse saw one of the men tear away the 
cords that bound him and with á yell 
consign himself to his briny grave. In a 
few minutes another followed his ex­ 
ample, and then another and another 
nntil the last m an,the Captain, w&r seen 
to throw himself overboard and disap­ 
pear in the angry billows. Those on the 
Morse 
were 
horror-stricken 
at 
the sight they were compelled to v ew 
The impressiou was forced upon the ob­ 
servers that unless help soon came they 
would have to put an end to their suffer­ 
ings in the same way as the other boat’s 
crew. 
The Captain of the Morse kept 
bis courage and frequently urged the 
men to keep up heart, as’ he still had 
confidence that aid would come. The 
first gleam 
of 
hope 
occurred this 
morning when Captain Williamson's tug 
saw a flag of dietreee flying, and at once 
began making desperate efforts to reach 
the Morse, but it was soon evident that 
he was unable to do so. The sailors were 
almost exhausted, and just before the 
tug had hove in sight several men had 
made ready to throw themselves over­ 
board. Just as they were about to do so, 
Bomeone threw a line w ith a buoy on the 
end to the schooner, and one by one the 
men jumped into the sea, caught the 
rope and were pulled aboard the tug, 
and when the laBt man was on board all 
were taken into the engine-room of the 
tug. Almost as soon as the men left 
the Morse, she broke up, and in a short 
time nothing of her remained. 


TH E W EATHER IMPROVING. 
The rain has ceased and there is a 
moderate easterly wind with a cloudy 
sky tonight. The life-saving crews have 
rescued 200 persons in all from twenty- 
four vessels. 
L a t e r —In addition to those previously 
reported lost, news is received tonight of 
the wreck of the schooner W. O. Snow, 
of Taunton, Mass., from Philadelphia, 
coal-laden, with a loss of all on board, 
nine persons. This again raises the total 
loss of life to 31. 


STEAMER ASHORE AT CAPE HENRY. 


N o r f o l k , Va., September 12.—An un­ 
broken brigantine-rigged steamer, with 
red and yellow funnel, came ashore to­ 
night at Cape Henry. Up to 10 p. m. 
the life-saving crew had not succeeded 
in getting a line to her. The wind was 
thirty mileB an hour and the sea rough.

ing off shore. 


ANOTHER VESSEL SUNK. 


C h a t h a m , Mass., September 12.—A 
sunken vessel has been discovered on 
Pollock Rip shoal.

Resignation. 


PHESIDENT HARRISON'S R EPLY .

W a s h in g t o n , September 12.—Commis­ 
sioner Tanner’s letter of resignation has 
been made public. 
He says: “ The dif­ 
ferences which exist between the Secre­ 
tary of the Interior and myself as to the 
policy to be pursued in the adm inistra­ 
tion of the Peusion Bureau have reached 
a stage which threatens to em barrass 
you (the President) to an extent which I 
feel that I should not call upon you te 
suffer; and as an investigation into the 
affairs of the Bureau has been completed, 
and 1 am assured by both yourself and 
by the Secretary of the Interior that it 
resulted in no reflection on my integrity 
as an individual or as an officer, I here­ 
with place my resignation in yuur hands, 
to take effect at your pleasure, to the end 
th a t you may be relieved of any further 
em barrassm ent in the m atter.” 
President H arrison, in reply, accepted 
the resignation, to take effect when his 
successor qualifies, and ad d s: 
“ 1 do not 
think it necessary in this correspondence 
to discuss the causes which led to the 
present attitude of affairs in the Pension 
Office. 
You have been kindly and fully 
advised of my views upon most of these 
matters. 
It gives me pleasure to add 
that so far as I am advised your honestj 
iias not at any time been called in ques­ 
tion, and T beg to renew the expression 
of my personal good will.” 


TANNER AND NOBLE EXPLAIN. 
To a reporter Tanner said today : “ The 
President did not ask for my resigna­ 
tion, nor did he advise th a t I resign. He 
assured me that the investigation into 
the affairs of the Pension Office had de­ 
veloped nothing that reflected upon iny 
honesty or good intentioas, but said if I 
rem ained in office Secretary Noble would 
resign. I decided that it was better that 
I should resign.” 
Secretary Noble said to a reporter that 
there was nothing personal in the causes 
which led to .he severance of official re­ 
lations between himself and Tanner.

Yet Compromised. 


NEGOTIATIONS 
STILL PENDING. 


P rospect of an E a rly S ettlem ent. 
C ard in al M anning’s L a test

L o n d o n , September 12.—A conference 
between Cardinal 
Manning and the 
directors of the dock companies was 
held today. 
The directors were not 
willing to agree to the compromise pro­ 
posed by him , that the terms which the 
dock companies have already conceded 
go into effect November 1st, provided 
the m en immediately resume work. The 
Cardinal persuaded the directors to again 
consider the proposal and postpone their 
decision. 
After the conference between the di­ 
rectors of the dock companies and Cardi­ 
nal M anning was concluded, the latter 
informed Barns and Tillett, the leaders 
of the strike, that although the directors 
adhered to their original offer to advance 
wages January 1st, they are still open to 
farther negotiations. 
He had been 
charged by the directors to tell them 
that if the strikers had any other terms 
to suggest it was for them first to 
agree amoqg themselves what the terms 
should be. The directors had nothing 
from the men at present which they con­ 
sidered sufficiently clear and explicit. If 
the leaders of the strikers formulated 
their final proposals and presented them 
throngh Cardinal Manning, the directors 
would again consider what course they 
would pursue in response to the strikers' 
demands. 
The Pall Mall Gazelle suggests the 
organization of a fund for the purpose of 
raising the £10,000 necessary to pay the 
dock laborers 6d. per hour from Novem­ 
ber 1st to January 1st. The Gazette says 
a leading business man has offered to 
contribute £2,000 for this purpose on con­ 
dition that the remaining four-fifths be 
subscribed immediately. Ten thousand 
pounds is what the dock companies 
claim they would lose by advancing 
wages November 1st instead of January 
1st.

RESULTS OF THE ANTWERP EXPLOSION. 


A n t w e r p , September 12.—Nothing re­ 
m ains of the cartridge factory in which 
the explosion occurred on Friday last. 
The village of Austrewell, which is sit­ 
uated 200 metres from where the factory 
stood, »nd which consisted of about 
forty houses, has vanished. The hy­ 
draulic machines nsed in the dry dock, 
were destroyed, with the exception of 
the cranes. A num ber of merchandise 
depots, including the Prussian storeB, 
which were constructed of iron, were 
overturned by the force of the explosion, 
and immense quantities of goods were 
ruiued. 
Two stained glass windows in 
the cathedral were broken by thd con­ 
cussion, but the building is intact. Ac­ 
cording to the official report 135 persons 
were killed, twenty-one are missing, 100 
were seriously injured and 200 slightly 
injured.

The Board of Public Works took its 
regular Thursday trip yesterday in re­ 
sponse to the various petitions sent in by 
fthe property owners. The first place 
visited was New High street. Here the 
Abstract Company and the Board of Su­ 
pervisors had petitioned to have the 
street paved with bituminous lime rock, 
and as the Court House is to be entered 
from this street, it was thought that it 
would be well to pave between Franklin 
street and Bellevue avenue. 
Yale street, where it crosses the arroyo 
ravine, was the next on the list. The 
contract will shortly be let for grading 
the street, and in order to allow the 
water from the Chavez ravine to escape, 
it will be necessary to build a cor duit or 
£ut pipe in under Yale street. It was 
formally decided to recommend that 
two thirty-inch pipes be laid under the 
Street when it is graded. 
The Downev-avenue bridge was the 
next point of interest. 
Mr. William 
Lacy, who owns over 200 feet fronting the 
bridge on the south side of Downey ave­ 
nue, asks $3,000 damages caused by the 
bridge being placed in front of his prop 
erty. Some time since it was decided to 
allow him $1,200, bnt it appears that this 
amount will not be accepted. No con­ 
clusion was reached in the matter. 
The east approach of the bridge was 
examined, and it was demonstrated that 
in order to save it from being washed 
away by the storms this winter, storm 
drains must be constructed. It was de­ 
cided to recommend that they be put in. 
At Ohestnnt street where a branch of the 
cable company’s lines comes into Dow 
ney avenue, it was found that the water 
passage had been obstructed, and it waB 
decided to recommend that the cable 
company be instructed to put a pipe in 
under the street. 
tft,The Daly-street bridge was visited and 
the proposition of the residents to change 
its location 100 feet north was consid­ 
ered. 
It was decided to let the matter 
stand over for a week to give Captain 
Cross of the Glendale railroad a chance 
to explaia his project as regards a via­ 
duct. 
The storm-water question on Kuhrts 
street was next considered. Last winter 
a lake was formed here, and the resi­ 
dents were compelled to find entrance to 
and exit from their houses by the back 
doors. The faulty grade of the street 
was the cause, and it is now the opinion 
that the only way out of the difficulty is 
to construct a storm-water drain to the 
river. 
One or two other places were visited, 
but they only involved a small amount 
of work by the Street Superintendent.
